It is hard to ſay whether Men's Principles and Open 


have a greater Influence on their Practice, or their Practice on 


their Principles and Opinions; Or to diſeover always from 
which of theſe the Corruption begins in particular Perſons, 


For ſometimes Men are debauch'd in their Lives and Manners 


firſt, and ſo ſeeking to defend themſelves by falſe Reaſoning, 


embrace Error: at others their Minds are firſt ſecretly po 
ſoned by ſome one os more falſe Opinions, and they a
